Dr. Miller, a Former Missionary, 
Makes the Charges, 


HE SAYS HE HAS PROOFS. 


His Pamphlets with Details Are Wide- 
ly Distributed, 


BANK FUNDS 


ILLEGALLY USED. 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Baptist 
Church circles throughout this and adjoining 
cities have been excited recently over circu- 
lars which have been scattered broadcast 
among clergymen and laymen during the last 
two weeks reflecting upon an important for- 
eign branch of the American Baptist Mission- 
ary Union. These circulars are signed by the 
Rey. Dr. E. J. Miller, who for five years, until 
July last, was one of the missionary attachés 
to the union, and who, as he claims, because 
he complained to the home body of the al- 
leged abuse of missionary funds and of gener- 
al misconduct on the part of certain of the 
missionaries who were associated with him, 
was recalled and finally dismissed from the 
society. 
‘"The Rev. Dr. Miller was sent to Burmah, 
British India, in 1888 by the American Bap- 
tist Missionary Union, whose headquarters 
are in Boston. He is now in this 
city. He is' a member of the Mac- 
Dougal Street Baptist Church. He is well 
spoken of by the Rey. S. J. Knapp, the pastor 
of that church. Dr. Miller intends to leave 
this city for Burmah Saturday next. He will 
return to his mission work there, but not as 
the accredited representative of the Baptist 
Church at large. He returns 
as an independént missionary. The 
MacDougal __atreet congregation has 
undertaken to support him alone in his mis- 
sion work. Dr. Miller claims that were his 
charges to be made public they would revolu- 
tionize the foreign missionary work of the 
Baptist Church in this country, and for that 
reason, he sayg, the matter has been hushed 
up and he has been “‘made the scapegbdat”’ 
to cover up the matter. At a recent confer- 
ence of the Baptist ministers, held in this 
city, he says the Chairman refused to intro- 
duce him to that body because he had re- 
ferred to one of the Chairman’s relatives in 
his pamphlet as being worth 50,000 rupees. 

Dr. Miller’s Pamphlet. 

Dr. Miller’s pamphlet eonsists of twenty 
pages of closely-printed matter. Some of his 
charges are of the gravest character; others 
are trivial, Dr. Miller’s first work upon ar- 
riving in Burmah was, he states, in Rangoon 
as temporary superintendent of the Mission 
Press, a paper published in the interests of 
Burmah mission work, and Treasurer and at- 
torney of the union. The charges as set 
oa in his pamphlet are, in substance, as fol- 

; : 

When he first became acquainted with the 
workings of the Mission Press he found that, 
contrary to all the rules and precedents of the 
society, the paper had been doing all manner 
of secular work, even to accepting advertise- 
ments of saloons and sporting events. The 
accounts of stock and of the general 
business of the paper which had been at odd 
times theretofore rendered to the home office, 
were, he claimed, “ false and inflated.”” An 
effort for the promotion of mission work was 
allowed torun behind, while “secular job 
printing” took up all or most of the mission’s 
time. He also charges that mission funds 
were used to speculate in Rangoon real estate 
and that many of the missionaries overdrew 
their salaries for the purpose of lending 
moneys to the natives at the usurious rates of 
from 12 to 86 per cent perannum. He also 
charges that one of the missionaries took 
**9,000 rupees which he owed to the union 
and employed his time in speculations in 
landed property, in building and selling houses, 
and also kept some trust funds belonging to 
orphans, part of which he invested in Amer- 
ica.” Dr. Miller adds: 

During the last three years the British Govern- 
ment granted and paid over to mission schools in 
cash the sum of $46,000, while but $12,053 of 
this sum was accounted for in the annual report 
submitted by the mission. I have the full item- 
ized statement from the government in my pos- 
session, and can fully prove all I have written. 
The missionaries are reported all to be poor. I 
found that every missionary was living in real 
comfort. They have their ponies, carts, car- 
‘Tiages, five or six servants, and save nearly one- 
half of their salaries. 

One Missionary Becomes Rich. 

Dr. Miller refers to one missionary who be- 
came rich in Burmah and then returned to 
this country and went to Washington State,

business. Referring to the Mission Union 
itself Dr. Miller has this to say:

The $25,000 loan was successfully negotiated 
and Mr. McDonala received a check for the 
amount from the bankers, which he took to 
the St. Nicholas Bank and there deposited it 
to the credit of the Madison Square.

The loan, however, itfappears, was negotiated 
by McDonald in his own name, which was 
also at the request of President Blaut, who 
did not wish the Wall street firm to know 
that his bank was borrowing money.

Donald again went to Ladenburg, Thalman 
& Co. and succeeded in getting an additional 
loan of $2,000 on the same security, which 
belonged to the bank. He did this without 
the knowledge of President Blaut, it is said, or 
any other director of the bank, and applied 
the préceeds towards paying off a note 
for $5,800, which the Madison Square Bank 
held against him, and which was at that time 
with the St. Nicholas Bank. This was only 
one of the many notes, it is said, which Mc. 
Donald had given both individually.and as 
President of the Municipal Ice company of 
New Orleans. These facts will all be used 
when the case against the Madison Square 
Bank directors is presented to the grand 
jury.

TO WORK FOR ROCHE. 


HEPUBLIOANS FROM TWENTY-SIX 
WARDS WANT HIM MAYOR AGAIN. 


They Adopt a Resolution Pledging Them- 
selves to Try to Secure His Nomina- 
tion=It Is Said Acting Mayor Swift's 
Chances Are Lessened by His Failure 
to Announce His Wishes=Trude and 
Hopkins the Leading Democratic Can- 
didates Still, 


John A. Roche may be the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor at the special election. 
Acting Mayor Swift, it is said, has hesitated 
too long about announcing himself as a candi- 
date. The indorsement of him by Ald. Kerr 
of the Thirty-second Ward, instead of helping, 
has hurt him, they say. It has been intimated 
that Mr. Kerr’s outspoken declaration for 
Mr. Swift was the result of some political bar- 
gain in which Mr. Swift, Mr. Kerr, and Perry 
A. Hulliare concerned. » For this reason there 
has been a strong undercurrent of opposition 
to Mr. Swift and it came to the surface yes- 
terday at a Republican meeting in one of the 
down-town hotels, where it was re- 
solved after a two hours’ § discussion 
to support John A. Roche in the convention 
to be held Dec. 2 in the North Side Turner 
Hall. The following wards, it is claimed, 
were represented at the meeting: First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, Tweuty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-sixth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, and 
Thirty-fourth. Mr. Swift’s name was dis- 
cussed,| So were the names of George R. Da- 
vis, James R. B. Van Cleave, Ald. Madden, 
Judge Coltins, and Judge Tuthill. Finally it 
was unanimously .decided to support Mr. 
Roche and to use every honorable means to 
secure his nomination. — 


Men Who Favor the Ex-Mayor. 


George S. Willits of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, who was present and who took an active 
part in the proceedings, was asked what con- 
clusion was reached. He declined to answer 
that question directly but said: | 

‘* IT have heard a great deal of talk in the 
last few days infavor of John A. Roche 
among the business-men, both Detmocretic 
and Republican. I was at a business meeting 
today at which a number of prominent busi- 
ness-men were present and they unanimously 
decided that he would make the strongest 
run and would probably give us the best busi- 
ness administration of any one who had been 
named, I know all of the men whose names 
have been mentioned in connection with the 
position and admire them very much, but as 
none of them are avowed candidates and it 
seems necessary to fix upon some man at 
once I do not believe we can do better than 
nominate Mr. Roche. He gave us a\splendid 
administration before, isa man who is not 
only a good business-man, t an engineer, 
possesses all qualifications for the office, and 
is known to every one to be an honest official. 
I think he will be nominated undoubtedly.”’ 

John M.-‘Smyth, who has been mentioned 
favorably for Mayor himself, was also at the 
meeting. He acknowledged that it was agreed 
to support John A. Roche. He said: ‘Mr. 
Roche, in my judgment, is the strongest man 
we can name, He gave the city a'splendid 
administration before. There are probably 
10,000 voters in Chicago who’ voted for Cre- 
gier and against Mr. Roche in April, 1889, 
who have sincerely regretted what they did 
and who are desirous of making amends by 
voting for Mr. Roche the first opportunity 
that offers. He understands the needs of the 
City better than‘any man I know. I am con. 
fident he will accept; that he will be nomi- 
nated and elected. If those who were at the 
meeting today act on their pledges Mr. 
Roche’s name will head the Republican 
ticket.”’ 

Ald. Bidwill, Assessor Pease ot Lake View, 
Collector Mamer, William T. Ball, and Will- 
iam Lorrimer, who were also at the meeting, 
pronounced for Mr. Roche for Mayor. 


Swift May Make a Hot Fight. 


It does not follow, however, that they will 

find it an easy matter to prevent the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Swift. He.has made consider- 
able headway during the last four or five days 
and is now an avowed candidate. He is a 
good fighter and he has hosts of warm friends, 
who will use every honorable means to secure 
his nomination. Not only are Ald. 
Kerr’s supporters working for him, but 
the supporters of Henry Wulff, who 
has | been talked’ of for Mayor, 
also iare outspoken in his behalf. 
Though ex-Mayor Roche lives in the Twelfth 
Ward itis said most of the delegates from 
that section will be for Swift. Ald. 
Campbell is for Swift. So is! ex-Ald. 
Martin. He will have the Eleventh and 
Thirteenth Wards solid, and many of the 
South Side wards as well, It maybe, how- 
ever, that he will conclude not to make any 
contest as, it appears, he cannot have the 
unanimous support of his party, and! that he 
will decide to turn in and work for the nomi- 
nation of his old chief. 
' It was said last evening on what appeared 
to be good authority that Ald. Madden would 
withdraw from the contest today in favor of 
Mr. Roche. 


Trouble in the Democratic Camp. 


There is trouble in the City Hall Demo- 
cratic camp. There are charges of dictation, 
bad faith, selfishness, treachery, and ingrati- 
tude, and there are threats of revolt and re- 
bellion. The City Hall quartet is split into 
fragments, It is said this grows out of the at- 
tempt of William Preston Harrison tp control 
the combination in the interest of his special 
candidate for Mayor. He has had several 
special candidates. First it was H. J. 
Jones. He was dropped as unavailable. 
He tried F. 8S. Winston. Mr. Winston re- 
fused to be a candidate. Judge Lambert 
Tree was decided on. Hedeclined; So did 
Moses J. Wentworth, Finally Preston Har- 
rison decided on Frank Wenter. He called a 
meeting of the quartet to ratify his selection. 
This meeting was held Sunday. There was 
seeming acquiescence in the choice. Preston 
Harrison sent out his young men to interview 
leading Germans in behalf of Mr; Wenter. 
The portins of the interview which 
told in favor of Wenter were! printed 
in the Times yesterday mornmg, and 
Mr. Wenter was declared to be the choice of 
the party leaders for Mayor. The members 
of the quartet took umbrage at this, It was 
forcing matters too fast. There were pro- 
tests. William Calhoun Asay would not 
have it. He declared for Hopkins. Col. 
Henry F. Donovan indignantly refused to 
support Wenter, He came out for Gen. 
Black, the Democratic Congressman-at- 
Large. Building Commissioner Toolen said 
he was out of politics, but eould 
not be for Wenter, who prevented his 
nomination for Drainage Trustee two years 
ago. At the round-up it was found that 
Robert Burke and John McCarthy were the 
only members of the quartet who would 
promise to help Mr. Preston Harrison to sup- 
port Wenter. The Germans interviewed—and 
said to be in favorof Wenter—are for the 
most part for Hopkins.

St. Ianacz, Mich.—The steamer Mecosta, 
Chicago to Buffalo with corn, arrived here at 
noon leaking badly.

SHOOTS HIS OWN COAT 


R. P. M’OORMIOK THEN TELLS A FISHY 
STORY OF HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


Powder Burns on the Inside Reveal His 
Lack of SkilleThe President of the 
Construction Company Finally Forced 
by the Police to Confess His Story Is an 
Invention te Cover His Loss of $8,000— 
Failure of the Company in Drainage 
Canal Contract. 


R. P. McCormick, President of the Mc- 
Cormick Construction company of St. Louis, 
which has a contract for constructing part of 
the Drainage Canal, walked into Chief of De- 
tectives Shea’s office yesterday morning and 
announced that three highwaymen had robbed 
him of over $7,000 the night before while he 
was walking along the canal towpath near 
Romeo. As an evidence of the fortunate es- 
cape he had from losing his life he showed a 
bullet-hole in his overcoat. 

According to Mr. McCormick’s story he 
drew the money from a bank in this city last 
Friday, expecting to go to Romeo Saturday 
morning and pay off his men. He did not 
go until Tuesday and kept the money at his 
residence on the North Side. He 
reached Lockport Tuesday afternoon about 
3 o'clock and stopped there over night. 
He started at 10 o'clock the next morning 
for camp, carrying the money in a sack on his 
arm, 

As McCormick rode up to the entrance gate 
of the inclosure he encountered two men in a 
buggy and another on horseback. They 
commanded him to toss the bag 
of money over to them. He had 
a revolver-in his pocket and declares he re- 
plied to their demand witha shot. The two 
men in the buggy returned the fire. One ball 
passed between the folds of his overcoat and 
undercoat, coming out under the pit of the 
leftarm. The three men then seized him, 
secured the money, and escaped. 

This is the story as it was told by McCor- 
mick. Capt. Shea told the balance of the 
story last night as follows: 

**T examined the overcoat and found the 
hole had been made by a bullet. The 


lining on the inside, however, was powder-. 
burned. Then I sent everybody out of the’ 


office but McCormick and went at him 
alone. Iasked him how a bullet could pass 
around his body, come out under the arm, 
and leave the lining inside powder 
burned unless the robber had _ thrust 
the muzzle of his revolver between 
the top and under coats, 
my doubts about the truthfulness of his story. 
I saw that he began to weaken. He finally 
went all to pieces, and in a laughing way 
confessed that the robbery tale had 
been manufactured; that there was 
no foundation to it; that he lost the 
money, but could not tell where, when, 
or how. I then called the other men in the 
room and told them in his presence what he 
had confessed. He admitted the same thing 
to them. At that I invited him jo get out of 
my office. He and the man who holds a 
mortgage against hie property went away to- 
gether.” : 

When the Drainage Board met in the after- 
noon Trustee Kelly told his fellow-members 
of the woes and alleged woes of Mr. McCor- 
mick. According to Mr. Kelly early 
Thursday morning the Sheriff of Will 
County took possession of McCor- 
mick’s camp under a chattel mortgage. 
Mr. Kelly also presented a letter from Chief 
Engineer Randuiph telling the same story of 
robbery told by McCormick. The board,

Mr. McCormick is President of the Mc- 
Cormick Construction company of St. Louis. 
His contract amounted to $813,713, and up 
to Nov. 1 his estimates for work done 
amounted to $134,122. This has been paid 
by the Sanitary District with the exception of 
a 12 per cent reserve, amounting to $10,586, 
which is still in the treasury of the district to 
Mr. McCormick’s credit. This sum, it is 
thought, will be sufficient to pay the laborers 
on the section, so they will lose nothing by 
Mr. McCormick’s failure to carry out his con- 
tract. 

During the summer the McCormick Con- 
struction company felt the financial strin- 
gency heavily. The company’s financial back- 
ing was not strong enough to swing success- 
fully the large contract it had on its hands. 
The work on the section was far behind con- 
tract requirements. A few days ago Mr. Mc. 
Cormick found himself unable to postpone 
meeting the demands of his creditors further. 
They swooped down upon him and made it 
evident that work on the section must stop, at 
least fora time. 

One of the largest creditors is the Ingersoll, 
Sargeant Drill company of No. 100 Washing- 
ton street, who furnished the steam drills, 
channeling machinery, pumps, etc., used by 
the contractor. Tuesday morning Ed Ingra- 
ham of the drill company went to Joliet, and 
proceedings were instituted which resulted 
in Sheriff Hennebry’s taking possession of 
McCormick’s entire plant under chattel 
mortgages executed by McCormick to the 
drill company and to Mr. Johnson of St. 
Louis, who had furnished the hoisting ma- 
chines used on the section, the “amount of the 
mortgages being about $20,000.

All North and West Side Lines Blocked 
on the Down-Town Loops.

BY WOULD-BE ROBBERS. 


A Son and Daughter Also Brought Down 


by Bullets from the Desperadoes’ Re- 
volvers=Several Minutes Elapse Before 
Aid Is Summoned and the Murderer and 
His Companion Succeed in Getting 
Away, Leaving No Trace=—Dark Crime 
at Highland Park. 


Burglars entered the home of Thomas 
Prunty, No. 44 West Thirteenth street, a few 
minutes before 4 o’clock yesterday morning, 
shot and killed Mr. Prunty and seriously 
wounded his son and daughter. 

Mrs. Prunty was the first member of the 
family to hear the noise made by the house-

breakers. From her bedroom, which opens 
off the kitchen, she heard some One walking 
lightly across the kitchen floor. Thinking it 
some member of the family she got up to see 
what was the trouble. As she stepped into 
the kitchen she sawa strange man of heavy 
build with his face partly concealed by 
an upturned collar, a handkerchief and 
ahat pulled low over his eyes. Before she 
could speak he thrust a revolver in her face 
and in a whisper said: ** If you speak or make 
asound I'll blow your brains out.’’ The 
threat had no effect on the'woman’s over- 
strained nerves and she screamed. Her cry 
brought her husband from his bed to her side. 
As he came into the room the burglar backed 
toward the dining-room and began shooting. 
The first shot brought Prunty to his knees, 
the second, which followed instantly, stretched 
the old man on the floor, but to make sure of 
his work the murderer fired two more shots. 
All the shots were fired at a distance of not 
more than ten feet, and every one took effect. 

One entered the brain about an inch above 
the right eye, one just below the right clavicle, 
one in the right shoulder, and the other in the 
left side of the abdomen. Before the last 
shot was fired the man was undoubtedly dead. 

The shooting and Mrs. Prunty’s screams 
aroused her three_daughters, Della, Maggie, 
and Sadie, and her son Peter, who was lying 
on a sofa in the back parlor. The girls 
reached the room first, and the burglar fired 
one shot, which struck Sadie in the left thigh 
and she fell to the floor. The second burglar, 
who until this time had been standing quietly 
in the recess near the hall door, seeing Peter, 
fired at him, hitting him in the left hip, 
splintering the femur. Both the burglars 
then turned and ran from the house. 

For a minute no alarm was given. Then 
Maggie ran toa front window and shouted 
for help. Her cries awoke Thomas Sanichas, 
a lodger who has the room opening off the 
front.parlor and who had slept through all 
the trouble. , Maggie then ran down-stairsand 
aroused the McMahon family, who had not 
heard the noise. Thomas McMahon and 
Sanichas ran for the polig. 
the burglars had ample time to escape and 
they made good use of it. When the police 
arrived there was no trace of the men. Dr. 
Synon was also called and after a hasty ex- 
amination found Prunty beyond aid, but the 
wounds of the other two were bleeding pro- 
fusely. The hemorrhage was stopped and the 
two taken by the ambulance to the County 
Hospital. Mrs. Prunty was hysterical from 
fright and grief and is still ina critical condi- 
tion. ! 

All the detectives on duty at the Maxwell 
Street Station were at once sent out to look 
for men. They searched the entire dis- 
trict, but without any success. Except eight 
88-caliber-revolver cartridges, which were 
found on the dining-room floor, the men had 
left no trace. 

The family and the police are sure that the 
motive of the men in entering the house was 
burglary, but there were in the house at the

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Thoinas Prunty, the murdered man, was 
born in Ireland 56 yearsago. He had lived 
in o for nearly twenty years and was a 
laborer by occupation.

DARK TRAGEDY AT HIGHLAND PARK, 


; 
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Peter Zimmer Supposed to Have Been 
Killed by a Midnight Robber. 

Peter Zimmer, an unmarried wagonmaker, 
40 years old, who lived alone in a lonely cot- 
tage, known as the Stupe house, in the woods, 
two miles from Highland Park, was found 
dead in his bed Tuesday afternoon under cir- 
cumstances which int more strongly to 
murder than sui de. The victim peddled 
halters through the country and sold to farm- 
ers. He did not keep * bachelor’s hall,”’ but 
merely lodged in the old Stupe house and 
boarded with John Stupe in Highland Park. 
He was industrious and economical and did 
not drink or use tobacco. 

Zimmer was last seen alive Sunday, when 
he took supper at John meee. He was in 
good spirits, and just before he started for his 
lonely lodgings merrily said: ‘I intend to 


_ turn that Stupe house into a club-house or a 


summer resort.”” He borrowed a copy of a 
Sunday Chicago paper and left for home, 
calling at a barber shop to getashave. In 
conversation with the barber, a friend, he 
said: “I just gave $95 to my brother from 
Milwaukee. [I have been working under him 
in the agricultural implement business, and 
am just settling up with him. Now I have 
only about $7 left. I'll take that home with 
me 


Tuesday morning John Stupe. driving past 
the barn, heard Zimmer’s horses kicking so 
savagely that he went to investigate and 
found them almost famished. He discovered 
also that the house doors were all locked, and 
got Neighbor Rechtenwall to assist him in 
getting in. They put Stupe’s 8-year-old son 
in through a window, and he opened .the 
doors. Nothing down-stairs was disturbed. 

They mounted the rickety wooden steps to 
the second floor. There,in a bed which con- 
sisted of buta mattress thrown on a bed- 
stead and a quilt and an overcoat for bed 
clothes, lay Zimmer dead, with a bullet hole 
in his head. Now, as to the question whether 
it was murder or suicide, these points have a 
bearing. Heiwas lyingon his left side, his 
left arm under the a left hand 
resting under/his left thigh. is right arm 
lay easily (extended down by his 
right leg. The bed-clothing was 
partially thrown back, disclosing a 
revolver with one chamber empty lying 
near the right hand. This wasa No. 32-cali- 
ber weapon, using the same sized ball as that 
in the dead man’s head, The ball entered the 
head two inches above and two inches back of 
the right ear and plowed straight through the 
head and almost emerged at the left eye. In 
this connection, as showing it was not suicide, 
it is said Zimmer was left-handed. 

The light-colored overcoat lay partially over 
him. In one'place near the flap there was a 
bullet-hole from the outside of the coat. It 
was powder-burned about the hole, indicat- 
ing that the shot had been fired at close range. 
The other side of the coat near the bullet-hole 
was stained with brains and blood from the 
dead man’s head. It looks scarcely probable 
that he would fire with his right hand or that 
he would shoot through an overcoat, 

Zimmer had two gold watches. One was 
found undisturbed in his vest, the other was 
missing, as was’ also the gold chain, though 
the charm, a World’s Fair souvenir, torn 
from the chain, was found in the bed with 
him, from which it is inferred that he had 
that watch under his pillow. There was nota 
penny in his pockets.

STERN PENALTY FOR WILLFULLY 
ABANDONING ORAPT. 


Engineer John A. Schurg and Mate Good- 
nian of the Nevada, Cast Away Nov. 
14, 1890, Indicted=The Trial to Take 
Place in’ Chicagu<Penalty Prescribed 
in a Musty Law Signed by President 
Jefferson=—Union Sailors Said Not to Be 
at the Bottom of the Nevada Case. 


Other arrests are to speedily follow that of 
John A. Schurg, engineer of the steamship 
Marina, at Two Harbots, Minn., Tuesday for 
casting away ” the steamer Nevada on Lake 
Michigan. Nov. 14, 1890. Charles E. Kre- 
mer, the admiralty lawyer who has had charge 
of the case ever since the Nevada was lost, 
said yesterday the October grand jury had re- 
turned to the United States District Judge in- 
dictments against all the persons said to be 
implicated in the loss of the Nevada. Schurg 
was arrested first mainly because he was be- 
lieved to be the chief offender. 

Mate Goodman of the Nevada is reported to 
have been indicted along with Schurg. 

All the people arrested will be brought to 
Chicago and placed on trial in the United 
States District Court. case is the first of 
its kind on the lakes. Should Schurg and _his 
alleged associates be convicted the penalty is 
death by hanging. No other punishment is 
provided in the musty statutes, whic, when 
they were passed by Congress, went to Presi- 
dent Thomas Jefferson for his approval. The 
crime for *“ willfully and corruptly casting 


‘away or otherwise destroying a vessel,”’ by its 


owner or by any other person, ** with the in- 
tent to prejudice any person that may under- 
write any policy of insurance thereon, or any 


‘merchant that may have goods thereon, or 


any other owner of such vessel,” is a capital 
one, 

“Suffer death” appears in monotonous 
frequency through all these statutes as the 
only penalty for the crime of “ casting away ”’ 
or destroying a vessel in order to defraud 
underwriters. Had there been newer legisla- 
tion it is likely milder penalties would have 
been provided by the lawmakers, but early in 
the century, when piracy was frequent, ‘‘ suf- 
fer death”’ did not bear the harsh sound it 
now does. 

First Case on the Lakes. 


Never before has a criminal case for “ cast- 
ing away’ a boat been brought on the lakes. 
Early in the century there was a case on the 
Ohio River of this kind. where the United 
States Supreme Court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the law, and there is no doubt that 
it is as effective today as when it left Presi- 
dent Jefferson’s hands. In a few civil suits 
the underwriters have resisted attempts to 
ebliect insurance where it was believed the 
boat had been cast away, the last one being 
that of the schooner Chicago Board of Trade. 
The underwriters were defeated, and since 
then they have paid many lusses which were 
surrounded by the most suspicious circum- 
stances rather than trust themselves before a 
jury with its antipathy to insurance compa- 


nies. 

‘* At the time the Nevada was lost,’’ Mr. 
Kremer said yesterday, “I investigated 
the case thoroughly and took the affi- 
davits of a uumber of the crew. I be- 
came convinced that the boat had been 
willfully lost. There were so many 
suspicious circumstances, such as the absence 
of any cause forthe steamer’s sinking, that 
the underwriters for a time resisted the pay- 
ment of the insurance. Owing tothe high 
standing of Capt. Thomas Maytham and 
Capt. John Kelderhouse of Buffalo, who held 
a mortgage on the lost boat and would be in- 
nocent sufferers if the underwriters did not 
pay, the underwriters handed over $45,000. 
That ended my professional connection 
with the case for the underwriters. Two 
months ago I received ina mysterious way, 
information concerning the:loss of the steam- 
er which furnished a strong clew, The case 
was put in the hands of detectives and enough 
facts gathered to warrant mein giving it to 
the District-Attorney, and he in turn pre- 
sented it to the Federal grand jury last 
October, which promptly indicted a numbér 
of people. Some of them were on vessels 
scattered all over the lakes and ,it has taken 
time to make the arrests, It is not true that 
the Seamen’s Union nor the underwriters, 
properly speaking, Wr anything to do with 
this prosecution. Jnited States District- 
Attorney Milchrist, representing the people, is 
back of it, The losses of boats under sus- 
eenng circumstances on the great lakes 

ave become altugether too common. It is 
time to make men feel there is a law which 
makes it a crime to purposely lose a boat for 
the insurance. There have been boats lost 
this season without any adequate cause, and 
yet so sharp is the competition among the in- 
surance companies for business that none of 
therm will take the initiative against fraud for 
fear it would be said that they are dishonestly 
fighting off claims. I feel confident we have 
a strong case with the steamer Nevada. The 
responsibility rests entirely with the District 
Attorney and the grand jury which brought in 
the indictment.” 

Insurance>Men Interested. 


Nothing in recent years has caused the ex- 
citement among meer ogy men the great 
lakes over as the arrest of Schurg. The Ne- 
vada was insured r $40,000 with Smith, 
Davis & Co. of Buffalo, who reinsured $15,- 
000 with David Vance of Milwaukee and 
$15,000 with C. A. Macdonald of Chicago. 
In an interview yesterday Townsend Davis 
disclaimed all knowledge of the criminal ac. 
tion instituted at Chicago. 

‘**T always had an idea,”’ he said, ‘‘some- 
thing was wrong about the loss of the Nevada, 
and made’a rigid investigation, but could find 
no tangible evidence of fraud. We will be a 
party to the prosecution if new evidence war- 
rants it.”’ 

David Vance also denied knowing anything 
about Schurg’s arrest, and said he had taken 
no part in running down the evidence which 
led to it. The point was at once raised at 
Milwaukee that the Seamen’s Union had fur- 
nished the evidence on which the indictment 
had been returned atChicago, Capt. William 
H. Landgraff, who commanded and was man- 
aging owner of the Nevada, had killed a union 
man a few weeks before the steamer was lost 
on its decks at Milwaukee. From that time 
on the union, it was said, had been waiting 
for a chance to get revenge and had cooked 
up evidence which had led to the present 
prosecution. 

United States District-Attorney Gilchrist yes- 
terday refused to discuss the Nevada case in 
any of its bearings. He admitted several indiet- 
ments had been returned, but, of course, de- 
clined to give out the names until the arrests 
had been made. 

The ownership of the Nevada, as shown by 
its enrollment at Buffalo in 1890, was as fol- 
lows: G. W. Doersbach, Sandusky, three- 
eighths; W. H. Landgraff, Sandusky, one- 
quarter; J. W. Decker, Oberlin, three-eighths. 
Capt. Landgraff is now in command of the 
schooner B. F. Bruce. It is said that he has 
not been indicted and is not in the case,

The 
Powderly faction of the order make light of 
the charge and say that it is only made by 
Hayes in the hope of diverting the order’s at- 
tention from the complications in which 
Hayes so recently found himself.

not stated. Other members say the sum is 
from $2,800 to $30,000.

He showed that $10,000 was spent in salaries 
on the journal and that $3,084 had been ap- 
propriated to Powderly in addition to his 
salary. Odd items in this report are $1,000 
received from C. M. Bliss, Republican Na- 
tional Campaign committeeman, and $214 
appropriated to John Davis, a Kansas Con- 
gressman.

These are Mason, 
Hoge & Co., Streeter & Kenefick, and Ricker, 
Lee & Co. Accompanying the engineer’s re- 
port was a revised estimate of the cost of the 
twenty miles of channel now under contract. 
This amounts to $14,416,889, and is an in-

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FIND LACORE GUILTY. 


‘SENTENCED 10 DIE FOR KILLING 
ELLA BYRON AT WESLEY, ILL

Verdict in Line with Public Sentiment, 
Which Was Strong Against the Prisoner 
—Pool-Rooms in Minneapolis Doomed 
by an Ordinance Just Signed by the 
Mayor=Grand Jury at Indianapolis 
Urged to Show No Mercy to Bank Wreck- 
ers—General Northwest News, 

Jouet, Il, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
famous Lacore murder trial ended this after- 
noon at 8:30, when the jury announced to 

Judge Dibell that after a deliberation of two 
hours it had agreed on a verdict. It was as 
follows: 

We the jury find the defendant, Ernest La- 
core, guilty of murder in manner and form 
as charged in the indictment and he is over 
21 years of age and tix his punishment at hang- 
ing by the neck until dead. 

During the reading of the verdict Lacore 
sat with head down and eyes turned toward 
Judge Dibell as hp vead the verdict. His 
face was’pallid and in sharp contrast to his 
appearance during the trial. He never 
winced until the Judge read the word “‘ hang- 
ing.”’ In a moment his face regained its com- 
posure and remained so until he was removed 
to the jail. As Sheriff Hennebry was locking 
him up Lacore said, ‘You'll have to give me 
good grub from now on, Sheriff, to get me in 
good condition for the event.”’ 

The Judge will pronounce sentence Satur- 
day morning, giving the prisoner’s attorneys 
time to file an appeal if desired. The prose- 
cution has been conducted by State’s-Attorney 
Edwi@d C. Akin, assisted by the Hon. P. C. 
Haley. The lawyers for the defense were 
Sprague and Donigan, who were convinced at 
the start that the case was a foregone one as 
to guilt. 

The story of the crime in brief is as follows: 
Aug. 6, Sunday, Ella Byron, aged 138 years, 
of Wesley, went to church with her father and 
from church went home with her aunt, who 
lived abouta mile away. In the afternoon 
about 4 o’clock she started for her home by 
the way of the fields andtimber. In the tim- 
ber she was met by some person, who in as- 
saulting her broke her neck. Her parents 
thinking she was making a_ visit to her aunt’s 
were nct at all alarmed at her absence until 
Tuesday morning, when they thought it would 
be advisable to inquire as to her whereabouts. 
They recgived word from her aunt that she 

Shad left her house Sunday afternoon, and 
upon making search found the remains lying 
among the bushes. 

About four years ago Lacore had worked 
for Mr. Byron, and one cold day Byron sent 
him across the creek to drive some cattle to 
the house. He had not enough clothes to 
keep him warm, and so Mr. Byron gave him 
bis overcoat to wear, and that was the last 
seen of him until a short time ago, when he 
returned and wanted to go to work. Mr. 
Byron told him he did not want a man and 
he went away, but came back in a couple of 
days and then Byron hired him. He worked 
about six weeks, when he was discharged, On 
the Sunday afternoon when the crime was 
committed he came to the house of Mr. 
Byron, about 3 o'clock, and staid about ten 
minutes, when he left the house. This led to 
the suspicion, which proved correct, that he 
was the murderer, 

Lacore wag sentenced to imprisonment in 
the county jail by che County Circuit Court 
Jan. 6, 90. March 8, 1890, he was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary at Nevada, la., for assault, but 
was pardoned’ by Gov. Boies April 20, 1891. 
At the same place he was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary for burglary Oct. 
11, 1891. He served eighteen months and 
was released Feb. 11, 1893, and then came 
back to Wesley, his birth-place. Lacore isa 
large inan, weighing 200 pounds, and has the 
strength of a giant. ‘Through the entire trial 
he has shown the greatest interest, but not 
one sign of contrition during the tearful re- 
citals of witnesses.

NO MERCY FOR BANK WRECKERS, 


Judge Baker Urges Grand Jury at Indian- 
apolis to Take Stringent Measures, 


Inp1anopotis, Ind., Nov. 15.—[{Special.]— 
Judge Baker today delivered his charge to the 


grand jury called for the purpose of probing 
the affairs of the Indianapolis National Bank 
under the management of President Theodore 
P. Haughey. The court announced that this 
was no time to deal leniently with law-break- 
ers and that the grand jury by doing its duty 
in this case could do much toward cleansing 
the reputation of the State as the abode of 
evildoers, He said: 

We hear daily of men being hanged or shot or 
tortured todeath by self-constituted mobs be- 
cause they claim that the law is misadministered 
by the courts or that the courts are too slow in 

punishing and repressi crime. In our own 
state not only men but helpiess women, in the 
dead of night, are shamelessly stripped and 
brutally beaten and flogged by organized bands 
of ruffianly Whitecaps, who claim that the law 
cannot correct the evils from which society suf- 
fers. These claims are largely unfousded, and, if 
true, they woula furnish no excuse for the hideous 
savagery almost daily practiced under the name 
of lynch law, a species ef savagery intolerable in 
a civilized country. It is the duty of the courts 
and juries promptly and fearlessly to enforce the 
law, 80 as to remove all excuse for whitecapism 
or lynch law. Let us, gentiemen, perform our 
part of this great duty. 

The court recited the provisions of the na- 
tional banking law, which forbid a waste of 
the funds, overloaning to a single person or 
corporation, and the practice of deception to 
induce deposits after a bank is known to be 
insolvent, saying that every such offender was 
guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by im- 
prisonment in the State prison.

Louis Menage, the Minneapolis embezzler 
whose capture in Guatemala was noteil in the 
telegraphic news columns of yesterday morn- 
ing’s papers, was at one time known in Chica- 
go. Itissaid he had dealings with E. P, Croak- 
er, a real estate man in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building, and correspondence which 
passed between him and Mr. Croaker, it has 
been declared, was the medium through which 
the embezzler was located. Mr. Croaker was

“asked yesterday to tell of his knowledge of 
Menage, but he declined to discuss the sub- 
ject further than to deny a printed interview 
inan évening newspaper. He declared he 
knew nothing whatever of Menage. 

Louis Menage has the reputation af beimg 
one of the greatest swindlers of the time. 
During his connection with the Northwestern 
Guarantee. Loan company at Minneapolis, 
which was his principal victim, he misappro- 
priated the money of the corporation until his 
stealings footed up $1,650,800. This came 
out in the filing of the schedule of his individ- 
ual liabilities in the office of the 
clerk of the court. In the schedule all his 
notes are labeled: *‘ Secured by collateral se- 
curity with the N.G.L.” No attempt is 
made to define this collateral. In November, 
1892, Menage was in debt to the Guaranty 
company to the extent af $161,550. At that 
time his enormous drain on the company be. 
gan, and between that time and May 13, 
1898, he increased his indebtedness to the 
company by $823,131.49, making his total 
indebtedness to the company on actount of 
notes and similar indebtedness $984,891.49. 
The amount that Streeter, Vice-President of 
the company, and Menage are c with 
stealing in the joint indictments brought 
against them is $993,712.56. | 

Jan. 19 Menage took, in round numbers, 
$120,000, in seventy-four nctes; Jan. 26 he 
took $19,126, in nineteen notes; Feb. 27 he 
borrowed twenty-eight notes in tie total 
suin of $29,891.50; March 9 he agpin bor- 
rowed, this time $32,000, in twelve notes; 
April 26 the obliging officials of the com- 
pany contributed $55,000 to Mr. Menage’s 
personal fortune. May 10, exactly three 
days before the company suspended, 
it had enough money to let its enterprising 
President have $43,516.17 in one note. But 
this amount of $993,712.56 is only a part of 
the total indebtedness of Menage and repre- 
sents only what he got out of his company. 
There are other items made up of moneys 
contributed by other lambs.

| OHICAGO RAILROADS TO LOOATE A 


BIG TICKET EXCHANGE. 


The Rock Island, Milwaukee and St, Paul, 
Wabash, Liinois Central, and the Alton 
Secure Ten-Year Leases of the Ground 
Floor of the New Marquette Building 
=The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Road 
May Lose Its Charter—Other Railway 
News Matters, 


Hopes have been entertained for a long 
time by the General Passenger Agents of the 
railroads in Chicago to find a central loca- 
tion where they could have their city ticket 
offices in one building, or so close together as 
to facilitate the interchange of bubiness, 
These hopes will soon be realized. When 
work on the new Marquette Building, Adams 
and Dearborn streets, was begun a short time 
ago the idea struck Assistant General Passen- 
ger Agent George Chariton that that would be 
an ideai place, and he secured an option for 
the whole iower floor of that building fronting 
on Adams street. He entered into negotia- 
tions with the various Western roads, 
and they jumped at the opportunity. 
Tue Trisune is now able to announce that all 
arrangeinents have been completed and the 
leases signed which secure ticket offices for 
five of the leading Western roads more con- 
veniently located and better arranged and fur- 
nished than any other in the country. The 
new offices will not be ready for occupancy 
until May 1, 1895. The leases are for ten 
years, 

The Rock Island will have the corner office, 
Adams and Dearborn. Next west on Adams 
will be the office of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, the- Wabash, the Illinois Central, and the 
last oftice, which is nearest ‘to .Kinsley’s, will 
be occupied by the Alton. Each oifice will be 
100 feet deep and finished in the highest style 
of art, with mosaic floors, onyx wainscoting, 
mahogany counters, etc. There wili be speak- 
ing tubes and call belis connecting the various 
oftices. 

One of the rooms will be fitted up by @he 
Western Union as a model telegraph office 
and be supplied with long distance telephone, 
operators, messenger buys, ete., for the spe- 
cial use of the concerns doing business in the 
building. Space has been reserved aiso on the 
third floor of the building to be rented to 
foreign or outside lines who have agencies 
here and desire to be near their Chicago con- 
nections. 

This new deal will establish in Chicago a 
centrally and conveniently located ticket ex- 
change of, great magnitude and greatly 
facilitate the business of the various Western 
rouds. It is understood all the stores on 
Adams street between the Marquette Building 
and Clark will be occupied as ticket offices of 
various Chicago roads, an option on them 
having been obtained, The railroads were 
forcea to this action, among other reasons, it 
is said, by the high rents charged by the 
owners of buildings on Clark street. Stores 
which rented a few years ago, before the rail- 
roads moved north of Monroe street, for 
$2,000 or $3,000 a year cannot be had now, 
it is said, for less than $8,000 or $10,000 a 
year. 


REMOVES ITS OFFICES FROM KANSAS, 


Revocation of Charter of the M., K. and T. 
Likely to Be the Result. 

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—At- 
torney-Genera! Little said today about Dec. 
1 ne would bring suit in the Supreme Court 
to secure the revocation of the charter of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad com- 
pany. Underthe provisions of the charter 
the company was required to maintain gen- 
eral offices in the State of Kansas. This it 
did for a time, but finally removed them to 
Sedalia, Mo. About two years ago Attorney- 
General Ives served notice on the company 
that, unless the offices were returned to Kan- 
sas, action would be brought to revoke the 
charter. The coimpany then established offices 
at Parsons and after the State officials had 
been quieted began to remove them piece- 
meal to St. Louis, where they are now nearly 
all located, only dummies being at Parsons. 
As the removal was in progress last spring 
Attorney-General Little notitied the company 
if it persisted he would invoke the interven- 


tion of the courts. As the law inflicts the pen- @ 


ality only after a company has failed to com- 
ply with it for a period 6f six months, the 
Attorney-General determined to delay action 
until now. 


Freight Rates Adjusted. 

At the meeting of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion held at Chairman Midgley’s office yesterday 
a through rate of 60 cents per 100 pounds was 
authorized on fresh fish from Pensacola, Fia., to 
Omaha. It was decided that local rates from 
Chicago, Peoria, and St. Louis to the Missouri 
River should apply to stations on the Wyoming 
Transportation company’s line. A rate of 35 
cents per 100 pounds was adopted from Duluth, 
Superior, and West Superior tO Southwestern 
Missouri River points on windmills, tanks, tow- 
ers, and timber prepared for windmill towers. 
It was decided that rates from initial points to 
destination should apply on grain milied in 
transit and that actual weights should govern on 
rice in packets from New Orleans. The Western 
and Northwestern lines will meet this morn- 
ing and subsequently the Southwestern lines 
will meet to consider subjects referring especially 
to rates, etc., in their territory.

The committee also adopted a resolution 
offered by Ferdinand W. Peck, requesting the 
South Park Commissioners to allow the prin- 
cipal*Exposition buildings to remain as long 
as their condition will justify, Among those 
present were: 

Lirector-General Davis, President Higin- 
botham, Lyman J, Gage, F. W. Peck, Edwin 
Walker, C. L. Hutchinson, R. A. Waller, Charles 
Henrotin, and A. H. Revell. 

When Director of Works Burnham resigned 
and retired Nov. 1 his assistant, Mr. Graham, 
succeeded him, but when the Board of Con- 
trol went out of existence Mr. Graham was 
left without an official title. His work, how- 
ever, was not lessened and it is of such a char- 
acter as to require a recognized official head. 
It was decided, therefore, to make him Gen- 


eral Manager. 
. The resolutions offered by Mr. Peck were 
passed without opposition as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that,

Vandalism to Destroy It. 


Secretary Quinn of the State Commission-

_ Vandalism to destroy the White City.” 

Executive Commissioner A. B. Farquhar of 
Pennsylvania insisted that the buildings could 
be maintained for four or five years at slight 
expense and be still more beautiful, and he 
hoped the movement would succeed in its 


purpose. 

Kate Field aroused considerable enthusiasm 
by saying she had come to worship at the

BEDOUINS SHIVER WITH THE COLD, 


The Wild East Camp on Midway the Scene 
of Much Suffering. 


There was not a bleaker or more pitiable 
scene on the Exposition grounds yesterday 
than the inclosure of the Wild East show at 
the extreme western end of the plaisance. 
The Bedouins and Arabs, of whom sixty still 
live in the shanties that line the inside of the 
south fence, spent the day in court looking 
their legal rights. Of human 
beings there were only four’ or five 
Orientals of doubtful nationality present. One 
couple claimed to be residents of Bethlehem 
of Judea. They and one or two others were 
huddled, together in one of the plank huts try- 
ing to keep warm. They had found an dha 
zinc box and built a tire in it, and left the 
door open for the smoke toescape. They 
seemed to be cold and miserable. Where the 
pity came in was in the sheds to the north of 
them in which their live stock was kept. 
There are twenty-five Arabian horses, six 
donkeys, and six camels; andallof these 
were 1n a miserable condition. Although 
their stalls had doors and were reasonably air- 
tight, and although some little covering was 
strapped on the horses, all of these poor 
brutes were shivering with the cold and 
looked hingly at every one who came 
near them, as if imploring relief. It is said 
they have little to eat. The camels were the 
very picture of misery. 


THACHER WILL GO TO WASHINGTON, 


The Executive Committee Gives Him Con- 
sent to Move His Bureau. 

John Boyd Thacher secured consent yester- 
day of the Executive committee to remove 
his Awards Bureau to Washington. He hopes 
to go not later than the middle of January. 
His large force of 1382 employés was yester- 
day reduced to twenty-five. The reasons for 
allowing Mr. Thacher to go are that, when 
the corrected lists of the names and addresses 
of the foreign exhibiters had been made and 
communicated to the representatives of 
foreign nations there will be nothing of an 
important mature requiring the attention of 
the bureau; that the functions of the commit- 
tee are governmental and there is a necessity 
for utilizing such facilities as the various gov- 
ernmental departments offer at Washing- 
ton; and that there are a number of expert 
judges whose homes are in Washington or 
near to the city, and whose services will be 
required. The bureau is authorized to secure 
such quarters in Washington as shall be nec- 
essary for the completion of its labors. Mr. 
Thacher expects to take with him twenty-five 
clerks. Ex-Gov. Boyd and J.S. Browning are 
slated as principal assistants. It was said 
yesterday a large portion of the revision of 
the inaccurate lists had been completed. 


For the Prize-Winners’ Exposition, 

WasHinoTon, D. C., Nov. 15.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Hamlin has sent a circular letter of instruc- 
tions to Collectors of Customs to carry out the 
act of Congress in aid of the World’s Fair Prize- 
Winners’ Exposition to be held at New York 
City. Thecircular says: The regulations gov- 
erning the free importation of articles for ex- 
hibition at the World’s Columbian Exposition 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be applied, so 
far as practicable, to the World’s Fair Prize- 
Winners’ Exposition. Exhibits may trans- 
ferred from Chicago to New York by any railroad 
bonded for the transportation of appraised mer- 
chandise. Entry will be required under the form 
of “warehvuse and transportation entry,” a 
bond being taken from. the owner or his agent, 
without sureties, conditioned upon the due entry 
of the exhibits at New York. 


For the History of the Fair. 


The Committee on History yesterday appointed 
Commissioners St. Clair, Palmer, Tousley, and 
Martin & subcommittee to formulate instructions 
for the guidance of the different persons engaged 
in preparing the reports for the history of the 
Fair. While this is going on the Department of 
Construction, which is not under the National 
Commission, is preparing elaborate statements 
of the work of building the Exposition. No de- 
tail is bei omitted and illustrations will be 
used liberally. 


Thackery and His Soldiers. 


Dr. Thackery was trying to learn yesterday the 
name of the Columbian Guard who disclosed his 
firearm speech before the guards when he sought 
to enlist their services in connection with his ex- 
position in Honduras. Itis said he offered $50 
reward for the name of the offender: He also 
said he thought he had been addressing men of 
sense. but they turned out to be blank fools or 
they would not have said anything about it. 


World’s Fair Notes.

TESTING DEVICES FOR SAVING FUEL, 


Experiments with Down Draft System in 
Stock-Yards Packing Houses, 

Down in the Stock-Yards ‘district anJinter- 
esting contest is in progress. It is conducted 
by various companies having steam boiler 
furnaces designed to consume smoke, save 
fuel, etc., and all the big packing houses are 
watching results carefully. Armour & Co. 
have experimented with the down draft sys- 
tem and according to reports of tests recently 


completed _ by mechanical engineers it is 


found that by this system there is saved from 
14 to 16 per cent in fuel. The cost of 
Armour’s fuel in his Chicago packing plants 
approximates $300,000 annually. Accord- 
ing to the recent tests there is a net saving of 
more than $42,000 per year. It is in pros- 
pect that this company will equip its entire 
steaming plant of 134 boilers withjthe sys- 
tem referred to. Swift & Co. are experiment- 
ing with another device, Libby, McNeill & 
Libby have put in the down draft, and other 
packers are carrying on exhaustive tests and 
experiments.

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FRAUD IS PRACTIC 


EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON HINTS AT 
SERIOUS IRREGULARITIES. 


He Intimates That Developments Touch- 
ing Hawaii Are Likely to Embarrass 
the Cleveland Administration ~ The 
Official Correspondence Should Have 
Been Published Before This«Officials 
Hoping Ne Blood Has Been Shed=Im- 
peachment of Cleveland Proposed. 


Inpraxapouis, Ind.. Nov. 15.—[{Spegial.]— 
‘*T have not yet decided,” said ex-President 
Harrison today, ‘to supplement my first 
brief statement relative to the unfortunate 
Hawaiian affair with any further discussion.”’ 

The ex-President spoke in reply to another 
spat to induce him to say something re- 
garding the action of the-present administra- 
tion. While he was careful to avoid ¢xpress- 
ing his opinion he showed plainly what were 
his feelings. He amnounced his disappoint- 
ment that the official correspondence’ of the 
State Department’ had not been demanded 
during the extra session of Congress and 
thought, should that be done, the acts) of his 
administration would be seen to haye been 
justified. He continued: “It is all in evi- 
dence and will speak for itself.” 

Without saying so, Mr. Harrison certainly 
intimated that gross deception on the Amer- 
ican people was being practiced by some one, 
He refused to mention Judge Gresham's name, 
but he-thinks the matter will ali come out 
sooner or later. 

** Do you not think, Gen. Harrison, that you 
could even discuss that affair as it related to 
your administration?’ Was then asked, 

**I do not see why that is necessary,”’ said 
the ex-President. ** What I did is a matter of 
record, and why should I now resort to an ex- 
planation of or a dissertation on my official 
acts? The move of the present administra- 
tion is, of course, directly opposed to anything 
that I did, but what it has done is not, in my 
opinion, in the nature of a personal attack 
upon me. Even though it were, I might de- 
cline to make answer. Congress cogni- 
zance of all that was done. and my attitude 
toward the provisional government of Hawaii 
is well known.”’ 

** And you havé no opinion whatever to erx- 
press on the recent decision of the Cleveland 
government?’ | 

‘**T can’t say that it would be wise for me 
to express an opinion, In due time the acts 
of the present administration in relation to 
the management of Hawaiian affairs will 
be properly and fully examined, investigated, 
and, I might say, ventilated, with emphasis. 
At that time the facts will all come out and if 
there be then anything to know the public 
will know it.” 

This seemed to’ be a suggestion that the 
Hawaiian controversy would cut a figure po- 
litically, but Gen. Harrison would talk no 
further along that line. 

Throughout the interview he was seemingly 
careful to avoid saying anything that eould 
be construed as an opinion or criticism, but 
his position and feelings were plainly discern- 
ible. He was apparently 'nuch disappointed 
that the Hawaiian correspondence had not 
been asked for atthe recent session of Con- 
gress, and it might be inferred from his deep 
concern in that regard that the correspond- 
ence referred to was being purposely with- 
held, and that if made public it would serious- 
ly embarrass and perhaps compromise the 
Cleveland administration. 


THINK NO BLOOD HAS BEEN SHED. 


Government Officials Believe No Fighting 
Has Ocenrred in Honolulu, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
Supplemental instructions for Minister Willis 
have been telegraphed to San Francisco, to 
be forwarded by tomorrow’s steamer. Whether 
they will reach him as Minister to the pro- 
visional government or to the Queén is pure 
speculation. _ It seems to be literally true that 
the officials of the State and Navy Depart- 
ments have not a much better basis for guess 
ing what may have happeried since the China 
mail steamer left Honolulu than the rest of 
the world. They are confident, however, that 
there has been no bloodshed. At the State 
Department equal confidence is also ex- 
pressed that it has not been necessary to land 
the marines. Whether this confidence is due 
to the dispatch Minister Willis sent before he 
had made known his intentions to the pro- 
vVisional govornment cannot be learned. But 
there seems to be an abiding hope on the part 
of the administration that the provisional 
government will yield without a struggle. 

This peaceful hope is not, however, enter- 
tained by the general public. They believe 
that the Dole people will make resistance. 
This certainly is the opinion of William 
Brewster Oleson, who was at the head of the 
Educational Department in Honolulu for 
many years, and who, in speaking of the pro- 
posed restoration of the monarchy, said: 

Should a conflict take place in Honolylu the 
people of this country will realize what style of 
men are at the frontin Hawaii. They will fight. 
They are prepared to fight. They are thorough- 
ly organized and in part officered by nien who 
served in the civil war in this country. More- 
over, they have everything to fight for, and the 
opponents of annexation in Honoluln know it 
and can never organize against them. 


No Hybrid Partnership. 


As to the scheme fora hybrid partnership. 
by which the Queen will be restored with some 
of the members: of the provisional govern- 
ment in her Cabinet, it is too improbable to 
admit of discussion. Whether this kind of 
persuasion induces the provisional govern- 
ment to let the Queen go back on her throne 
without landing the marines or not, does not 
aiter the case. 
Willis that the Queen is to be restored by the 
authority of the United States would be just 
as much an invasion of the rights of sover- 
eignty as the actual landing of the forces. The 
notion that the President was empowered to 
act as umpire between the provisional gov- 
ernment and the deposed Queen, and that hav- 
ing reached a decision in her favor the pro- 
visional government should acquiesce and its 
members accept office from her, is pot for a 
moment entertained by Minister Thurston. 
Nor is there any reason to suppose that Presi- 
dent Dole and the members of the provisional 
government would takea different position. 

The main quéstion, however, which cannot 
be answered till the arrival of Saturday’s 
steamer, is whether Willis went ahead and put 
the Queen back on the throne, or whether he 
thought it advisable to delay until he could 
communicate further with Washington. The 
Hawaiian Legation is going on the theory that 
the provisional government has not been 
overthrown by the superior force of the Unit- 
ed States and; that it still stands. Conse- 
quently Minister Thurston and his associates 
have prepared full advices, which have been 
telegraphed to San Francisco for transmis- 
sion by steamer tomorrow. An overwhelm- 
ing mass of evidence will go out toshow how 
thoroughly the administration’s restoration 
policy is repudiated in the United States, so 
that if the Queen is not actually on her 
throne the provisional government will have 
the fullest justification for using every means 
to keep her off. And if she has been put on 
by superior force they will have the knowl- 
edge that public sentiment in the United 
States will sustain them in ousting her aga in. 


UNCLE SAM NOT TO USE FORCE, 


This Is the Impression Conveyed by 
Gresham to Minister ‘Thurston. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Nov, 15.—[ United Press 
Dispatch.|—-The efforts made yesterday by 
Minister Thurston to obtain something def- 
inite concerning the exact policy to be pur- 
sued towards Hawaii in his two interviews 
with Secretary Gresham failed of accom- 
plishment, according to confidential friends 
of the Minister. Mr. Thurston afterwards 
said he,learned nothing new of interest from 
Mr. Gresham, ‘but he carried away the im- 
pression from what the Secretary said that 
the United States did not intend to use force 
inahy circumstances in the restoration of 
Queen Lilivokalani. 
There is more talk today to the effect that 
a hitch has occurred in carrying out the pro- 
ram if that involved the restoration of Queen 
iliuokalani. It is difficult to perceive what 
solid ground these rumors can stand upon, in 
view of the fact that Secretary Gresham him- 
self has confirmed the press publication to the 
effect that upto the very moment that the 
steamer China gailed from Honotuln, bringing 
the last news that it is possibie fpr any one in 
the United States to have received, Minister 
Willis had not formally presented his creden- 
tials and had not made any movement that 
had met with a check. "

CULLOM AND CANNON ON HAWAIL 


The Unpatriotic Action of the Administra- 
tion Bitterly Denounced, 

Senator Shelby M. Cullom arrived at the 
Grand Pacific last evening and with consider- 
able warmth of feeling discussed the adminis- 
tration’s Hawaiian policy. He said: 


It is the most outrageous affair ever known in 
this country. It was an American officer's hand 
that raised the American flag on these shores, and 
that flag was torn down by the orders of one who 
bore arms against it in the rebellion, and now the 
result is made more doqsodins by the attempt to 
place that poor miserable Queen back on her 
throne. It seems to be the most absurd perform- 
ance—almost criminal—that I have ever seen.

The American people cannot stand any such 
nonsense as the cing of a monarchy upon its 
throne. The act was intended to reflect upon 
President Harrison's mess on the subject. - It 
was conceived in malice fell short of its pur-

REFUSES TO PALK OF HAWAIL 


Lieut, Young, Who Figured in the Revo- 
lution, Is Silent as a Clam, 

Lieut. Lucien Young is at tne Palmer 
House. If the seal of silence was not upon 
his lips he could relate an intensely interest- 
ing story about the Hawaiian situation. Next 
to Minister Stevens Lieut. Young was the 
leading American figure in the dethronement 
of Queen Liliuokaiani. He was an officer on 
the United States man-of-war Boston and 
commanded the artillery that the Boston 
landed. His speech in favor of annexation 
in the opera-house meeting which followed the 
formation of the provisional government was 
given wide publicity in the States, He it was 
that delivered the Fourth of July oration at 
Honolulu before the American colony. He 
returned to San Francisco six weeks ago with 
the Boston. ‘‘ l cannot say anything about 
Hawaiian affairs,’ he said yesterday. ‘* 1 am 
an officer of the government, and am expect- 
ed to bein readiness to execute its policies 
and not to discuss them.”

FAST SUBURBAN SERVICE IS ADDED. 


Illinois Central Introduces New System of 
Express Trains to Woodlawn. 

People who live in the vicinity of the IIli- 
nois Central between Fifty-third and Sixty- 
third streets may now ride down-town in 
about half the time the journey formerly con- 
sumed, That is, they may if they ride on the 
new express suburban trains of the Illinois 
Central. For 10 cents passengers may come 
down from Sixty-third street in seventeen 
minutes. There are forty-nine express trains 
each way daily. Those south-bound start 
from Yan Buren street, the first at 7 a. m., 
and continuing every fifteen minutes until 
7 p.m. North-bound trains leave from Sixty- 
third street. ‘The first pulls out at 7:30 a. mw 
and the last leaves at the same hour in the 
evening. Trains will not be run Sundays. 
Three stops are made between the two ter- 
minals, at Fifty-third, Fifty-seventh, and Six- 
tieth streets. ‘The fare is 10 cents, but regu- 


lar commutation tickets between any of these 


stations are honored, only they are punched 
at the turnstiles instead of on the trains. 

Until next spring, at least, the Alley “L” 
will continue to run its trains into Jackson 
Park. **Wehope the Park Commissioners 
will allow us to retain a station on the of 
the park,” said General Manager Hopkins.

LAWLER MUST WAIT. 


OLEVELAND STILL PLAYING SPHINX 
REGARDING THE POSTOFFIOE. 


He Also Keeps the Officeseekers in a Haze 
Touching the Other Chicago Positions 
Hopkins Is Unable to Clear Up the 
Situation—Palmer Not Likely to Fight 
the President’s Pension Policy — Mr, 


Cleveland Goes to New York on Private 
Business. 


Wasuineton, D, C., Nov. 15.—[Special.]}— 
That report about Frank Lawler having the 
Postoffice is premature. The President went 
to New York without directing a commission 
to be made out in Lawler’sname. More than 
this, it is said there will be few appointments 
outside the Treasury Department till Con- 
gress meets. Until the internal revenue of- 
tice is filled it is certain that no Postmaster 
will be named. 

John P, Hopkins is finding that Chicago is 
a better place than Washington to learn what 
is likely to be done about the Federal offices. 
He knows that he is for Wash Hesing for 
Postmaster and Martin J. Russell for Collec- 
tor of the Port. Possibly, also, he is for 
Spangler for Internat Revenue Collector, 
though it would not do tp bet too much on 
that. The trouble isin finding out who is 
favored by the President. Ben Cable and his 
crowd are pretty melancholy over the failure 
of Carlisle to get the President to sign 
Spangler’s commission, but they say they 
havé not given up hope. The whole business 
is a melancholy one. 

Senator Palmer’s reported intention to join 
Voorhees in attacking the administration’s 
pension policy is probably a mistake. He 
had plenty of chance to do something for the 
veterans during the three months of the extra 
session, but instead he kept the Democratic 
members of the Pension committee away on 
several occasions, so that there would be no 
quorum. By Chairman Palmer’s cuteness the 
Republican members were thus prevented 
from bringing up the numerous memorials 
which had been referred to the committee. 
One of these. memorials was from Illinois 
soldiers and Was presented by Senator Cul- 
lom. It complained bitterly of the persecu- 
tions of Hoke Smith’s detectives and asked 
the Senate to interfere and protect the vet- 
erans. The complaint never received atten- 
tion from Palmer’s committee. 


GROVER'S SECRET TRIP TO GOTHAM, 


Private Business, It Is Said, Called Him to 
the Eastern Metropolis. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland’s movemeats are a mys- 
tery. Some of the members of the Cabinet 
were as much surprised as the rest of the 
world today when they learned he had gone 
to New York, though they all insisted that 
Mr. Cleveland’s health could have had nothing 
to do with his trip, as he was as well as ever. 
It is very improbable that if another opera- 
tion was required on his jaw the President 
would have taken a railroad journey over toa 
New York hotel for that purpose. It is stated 
his visit to New York was really on account 
of private business in which he was interested, 
along with Lamont and Whitney. If this was 
the case, a simple statement of his intentions 
last night would have quieted a good deal of 
sensational talk. It might also have been 
that the parties the President wanted to see 
eould not conveniently come to Washington. 

Secretary Morton’s attention being called 
to published statements that the President 
was again having trouble with his jaw and that 
another operation might be n replied : 
‘* That’s all nonsense. I was with him from 
11 to 2 yesterday and read him my report. If 
there was eT with him I should 
ee eta it. is nothing the matter 
at all.” 

Concerning the President’s general health 
it may be said without contradiction that his 
former disposition to attend public business 
seems to have been replaced by a lassitude 
from which at times it is difficult tu arouse 
him. He has lost much of his former ag- 

essiveness. Itis stated that he treats his 
Torthooual message to Congress with indif- 
ference. aversion to seeing Songmeen 
and others is occasionally very positive. The 
one thing which everybody remarks is that 
the duties of his high office are apparently 
much less agreeable to Mr. Cleveland than 
during his first term. 

New York, Nov. 15.—President Cleveland, 
unexpected éxcept by the proprietor the 
Victoria Hotel and a few personal friepts, ar- 
rived in New York at an early hour this morn- 
ing. After reading the papers for an hour in 
the hotel the President ordered a carriage, 
and informing no one except Mr. and Mrs. 
Lamont of his destination drove off up Fifth 
avenue. There were no callers at the hotel 
for the President during his morning stay. 
He left word that to all inquirers at the office 
only one answer should be given, and that 
was that he was here on purely personal busi- 


ness.

Dr. Bryant gave a very forcible reply to the 
next query—if the President was here on ac- 
count of his health and for the purpose of 
underg — another operation for the removal 
of disea mouth tissue. 

‘¢T will say this and no more,” said the doc- 
tor, with considerable vehemence: ‘* Mr. 
Cleveland’s health is allright. If the news-

President is all right, and further I have 
nothing to.say in answer to questions or in 
comment upon any reports to the contrary.”

TARIFF SCHEDULES EXAMINED, 


Democrats Are Rather Worried Over the 
Revenue to Be Raised. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 15.—[{Special,]— 
Nearly all the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means committee were in the city 
today and went over the tariff schedules as 
prepared by the subcommittees. Their chief 
concern, however, was over the revenues 
rather than the schedules. It seems likely 
that an income tax will have to be laid and a 
duty also put on sugar in order to meet the ex- 
penses of the government next year, for the 
bill won’t be passed in time to help any this 
year. A notion of the Democratic members 
of the com mittee seems to be that $50,000,- 
000 can be had from the income tax and 
$30,000,000 net from duties on sugar. This 
would help to compensate for the losses which 
must come from the enlargement of the free 


ist. 
The talk today is that in spite of the pro- 
tests from West Virginia, Tennessee, and Ala- 


-bama the majority of the committee will re- 


port in favor of free coal. New England 
wants it, and New England is getting more 
out of the bill than any other section of the 
country except the South. There is a tremen- 
dous kick among Democratic members be- 
cause Mr. Stevens, the Massachusetts member 
of the committee, who is a woolen manufact- 
urer, fixed up the woolen schedule so that the 
reductions would not be equivalent to the 
benefit derived to manufacturers on free 
wool. There are a number of other items on 
the free list besides wool, coal, iron-ore, pig 
tin, }umber, salt, and silver lead ore.

Steel rails are reduced to 25 per 
cent ad valorem. There will probably be 
nothing in the iron schedule running above 30 

r cent, and the average will probably fall 

low 25. The ad Valorem system is adopted 
almost entirely in the bill.

ALTGELD DENOUNCED BY THE UNION 

Last week the voters of this city and county 
repudiated Altgeld and stated emphatically 
that they disapproved of his sympathy with 
anarchy. Day before yesterday the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor, in session at Gales- 
burg, disowned and repudiated Altgeld. A 
year ago this same federation supported him 
warmly and called on all friends of “or- 
ganized labor”’ to vote for him and against 
Fifer. The representatives of the trades- 
unions had full faith in Altgeld at that time. 
He was to be their Moses. They adopted 
resolutions indorsing him and they voted for 
him. 

‘During the campaign Altgeld flattered and 
wheedled them. He twld them what a friend 
he would be to them were he elected. His ear 
would always be open to hear the voice of la- 
bor, and whatever he could do for its advance- 
ment would be done. The workingmen be- 
lieved he was in earnest and voted for him. 
They did not know that when he spoke to 
ther of his affection for workingmen he had 
in mind only the Anarchists and the Social- 
ists. : 

The members of the labor unions seem to 
have found Altgeld out at last, as have most 
other men. The President of the federation 
stated that he *‘felt humiliated that prior to 
election he had pinned his faith to’’ Altgeld. 
The union men of Illinois, said- he, had elected 
the present Governor and now he was “‘ insult- 
ing organized labor,”’ was “ playing the sneak 
and neglecting his duty.”’ Other labor men 
told how the Governor had refused to answer 
a letter sent to him by one of the great Chi- 
cago unions, had declined to receive tabor 
committees, was a traitor to union labor, and 
ought to be hunted up and forced to keep the 
pledges he made prior to election. It was 
stated also that the indiscriminate pardon of 
murderers, thieves, and Anarchists could not 
be accepted by the workingmen as the equiva- 
lent of what had been promised them last 
year. 

The Trade and Labor men are a little ener. 
getic in the expression of their disapproval, 
but there are excuses to be made for them. 
They trusted Altgeld blindly and he deceived 
them. They see now how he ‘** worked ”’ them 
and how he got their votes from them under 
false pretenses. He was sweet on them last 
year, but, having no longer any use for them, 
he refuses to acknowledge their existence. 
Of course they feel humiliated and angry at 
having been cheated so badly by the political 
confidence operator, against whom this paper 
warned them last year. 

It is to be hoped that this lesson may teach 
them wisdom and make them slow to trust 
the demagogues who are perpetually hovering 
about the workingmen and getting their votes 
in exchange for promises of assistance which 
are never kept and professions of devotion 
which are forgotten the day after election. 


DO NOT VIOLATE THE LAW. 

The city elections law says there shall not 
be a revision of the registry for a judicial 
election when Judges only are to be voted for 
ur for a special election when there is but one 
vacancy to be filled. That law has been 
obeyed hitherto by the Election Commission- 
ers. There was an election in June, 1891, for 
Circuit Court Judges. It took place two 
months after the revision for the city election, 
but the Commissioners did not venture to or- 
der a revision. 

A special election is to be held next month 
to fill a vacancy in one city office. The attor- 
mey for the Election Commissioners, the 
author of the opinion construing the law to 
tallow women to vote at school elections, 
which opinion was trodden on ruthlessly by 
the Supreme Court, intimates to the Commis- 
ssioners that they ought to violate the law and 
have a @pecial day of registration. 

He does not deny that the language of the 
law is explicit, but says heis ‘seriously in- 
_clined to the opinion, though I do not feel 
warranted in stating it as my advice to you,”’ 
that if this provision forbidding a special re- 
vision of the registry books for the coming 
election were brought before the Supreme 
Court it-would hold it to be unconstitutional. 

Without directly advising them to do so the 
attorney encourages the Commissioners to 
violate the law and incur an expenditure of 
about $40,000, which the city will not,pay if 
the action is illegal, on the assumption that 
the Supreme Court may declare this part of 
the law unconstitutional if brought before it. 
This is precious advice for a lawyer to give 
hisclients. What the Supreme Court might de- 
cide has nothing to do with the present case. 
. The Commissioners cannot pass on the con- 
| stitutionality of laws, or guess what the Su- 
preme Court may do, but must obey them till 
the Supreme Court says otherwise. Least of 
all should they violate a law in order that 
lodging-house bummers may stuff the regis- 
try lists to help elect some Democratic candi- 
date. 

It is a little over a month from now to elec- 
tion day. If any man thinks he will be de- 
| prived wrongfully of his vote because there 
will be no special registration there is abun- 
| dant time for him to have the question settled 
| by the Supreme Court. Failing such action

OVERHEAD WIRES IN CHICAGO. 

One of the officers of the North Side Street 
railway company confirms the surmise of 
Tue Trrpune that the preference of the street 
car companies for the trolley system wa due 
to its cheapness. The individual in question 
says that the small underground electric road 
on the North Side is being operated success- 
fully and that the only objection to it “is the 
expense of its construction. It would cost too 
much to build the underground system.” 

This objection comes with a bad grace from 
a quasi-public corporation which is making 
such an excessive amount of money out of the 
people that it need not shrink from a little 
extra expense to give them transportation 
which is not merely rapid but also safe. 
Even if that extra expenditure should reduce 
the profits of the North Side system as a 
whole to something like reasonable figures 
the stockholders would have no right to 
grumble.

The ordinance introduced for the benefit of 
the North and West Side companies has no 
limitations of any kind as to the streets on 
which the trolley system may be used. It 
gives those corporations a broad, unqualified 
right to use that system on every street along 
which they are authorized now to run cars. 
The business ones are not excepted. Were this 
ordinance passed the companies could put up 
overhead wires on Lake and/ Randolph from 
State to their western termini and on other 
streets devoted in whole or to business. 
If the companies do not want such extensive 
privileges, why ask for them officially and 
then state unofficially that they do not intend 
to use them if granted? 

The feeling of the people is unmistakably 
against the trolley system’on any street. They 
would rather have slower transit than a system 
which they deem to be peculiarly unsafe. Their 
wishes are entitled to some respect. It is 
impudent for the companies to insist on being 
given the right to use dangerous methods 
merely because they are cheaper than safe 
ones, when the stock reports show daily that 
the watered and rewatered stock of those cor- 
porations is selling far above par. 


WHAT HE EKENOWS ABOUT SILVER. 

Sir Moreton Frewen, “the English advo- 
cate of bimetallism,”’ is reported to have said 
in a recent interview at Colorado Springs, 
Colo., that ** the London market cannot stand 
a much further depression in silver without 
entailing a serious panic.”” He does not say 
in what the panic is to occur in ease of the 
further decline, There is no ground for sup- 
posing it would be in the njoney market, as 
silver is not money of account in England. It 
is used there strictly as subsidiary money, 
which is held up to par with gold by means as 
to the efficiency of which there can be no rea- 
sonable doubt, All the English trade ex- 
changes with the people of other countries are 
reckoned on the gold basis. © Silver is treated 
there as a commodity, the same as wheat or 
cotton, and the ups and downs in its price 
affect directly only those of the English mer- 
chants who agree to take or pay out silver at 
its market value in gold in exchange for 
goods the values of which pre reckoned in 
gold. Hence fluctuations in ithe market price 
of silver are of no more importance in kind 
than are those in other things that are bought 
and sold. They are far less important in de- 
gree than are the fluctuations in the prices of 
wheat and cotton, because those articles are 
prime necessities, while silver is only a con- 
venience, and one the relative importance of 
which is lessening continually with the intro- 
duction of modern banking methods in the 
lands of the Orient, as well as in the British 
Islands and the United States. 

So the statement credited to Sir Moreton 
Frewen may be disposed of in short order. 
There ig no reason to apprehend a panic ‘in 
the London market, even in case of a much 
further depression in the pri¢e of silver, and 
if such a panic should occur it would be due 
to eccnomic conditions which could not be 
wisely interfered with. But the probabilities 
are not in favor of the break hinted at. The 
price of the white metal fell to about 62 
cents per ounce in reaction from the long- 
continued effort to hoid it up artificially. 
Since then silver has risen and appears to. be 
now selling at something like its actual value, 
as détermined by the average cost of produe- 
tion and transportation. If it really be sell- 
ing on that basis itis not likely to decline 
very far. On the contrary, it may exhibit a 
moderate improvement because of the in- 
creased @emand for an article that generally 
occurs when the market seems to have reached 
its lowest point. The latest news is that such 
a demand may be expected to spring up in 
Russia for some 250 millions’ worth of silvér 
to replace the uncovered paper money there. 
The paper ruble now circulates at a value of 
60 per cent ofthe goldruble. If it could 
be replaced with silver at 58 per cent, and 
that silver be used in pushing commerce with 
Persia, India, and China, there would be a 
positive gain by making the change, while 
that would provide a market for the produc- 
tion of silver mines in the United States and 
Mexico. 

In this connection it may be stated that Sir 
Donald Smith, who has just returned to Mont- 
real from Europe, says the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause in the silver law by the United 
States ‘* was hailed with much satisfaction in 
England.”’ Evidently he does not look at the 
situation through the same kind of spectacles 
as are worn by Sir Moreton, and was not talk- 
ing on the subject while surrounded by a lot 
of silver miners who seem tu have got hold of 
the idea that “ the world owes them a living”’ 
in the shape of a market for all that they can 
produce, whether the article be wanted or not. 
Under the circumstances it is fair to suppose 
that the Canadian gentleman’s view of ‘the 
situation is as trustworthy as that of the 
Englishman, if not more so, and the course of 
the silver market in Londbn indicates that 
Sir Donald gauged the situation | correctly,

So Mr. Graves suggests |“‘ separate State- 
hood,.”” He would have the General Govern- 
ment set aside by grant or purchase a separate 
and equal State for the negro, and by statute 
circumscribe his suffrage and destiny within 
its limits. The negro should have the right to 
vote there, and in no other| part of the Union. 
This is presented as a measure that would cut 
the core forever from the \race question and 
let the republic be at peace, Probably ten to 
one of the colured people would. choose state- 
hood under such conditions in preference to 
Liberia, the movement would enlist the sym- 
pathies of the whites and ‘the expense would 
be trifimg as compared with the African plan. 
It might include a few millions for irrigation 
and even for transportation, but this outlay 
would soon be paid for in the shape of taxes 
in the new State.

Cer- 
tainly they are not urging it, and unless they 
should insist on driving away their millions of 
colored toilers) the North would not lifta 
finger to aid injany such scheme. The prob- 
ability is that) the Southern whites would 
strive to retain their blacks, and if they did it 
would he impossible to carry the measure 
through Congress. 

Probably the most practicable plan, the 
easiest to try, and' the one entailing least 
trouble and expense in carrying it out, would 
be for the United States to take possession of 
the Island of Hayti, and encourage the 
discontented ones among the Ameri- 
can blacks to’emigrate thither, buy small 
farms, and see what they could do 
towards improving their condition with the 
aid and encouragement of our government. 
It is open to question if the whites in the 
South would favor this, and it hardly could 
be carried out in the face of opposition from 
them, but they) would be far less likely to re- 
sist a movement’to Haytithan the founding 
ofaseparate negro State on American soil. 


' Undoubtedly sooner or later some of the more 


adventurous of our blacks will emigrate to 
the Congo country, and if they succeed there 
others will follow them. Both the Hayti and 
the Congo outlets can be utilized, and proba- 
bly will be to some extent a few years hence. 
But the great majority of the negroes in the 
United States| are bound to stay here. It 
stands to reason that most of them will stay 
in the South for the sake of climatic and fam- 
ily conditions,

A CRITIC CRITICISED. 

Literary circles in New York have been in a 
state of mind” recently over the possibilities 
of a duel between Mr, Richard Harding Davis, 
the short story writer and critic, and Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Townsend, a reporter on the Sun, 
who figures in special articles over the pen 
name of ‘‘ Major Max.” Ina recent number 
of Harper's Magazine Mr. Davis told of a 
guard mount iat St. James’ Palace, London, 
and in the course of his description said: 
“There is no guard mount in America, and if 
there was it would be done in a double-quick 
and businesslike manner.” This exaggera- 
tion aroused the ire of Townsend, who there- 
upon proceeded to justify the military char- 
acter of his nom de plume by writing a re- 
joinder to the effect that he objected to the 
kind of foo! Davis was, and adding: * Writers 
of the present day who announce the death of 
Queen Anne and the capture of Holland by the 
Dutch are always worth reading. Such dis- 
coverieg are ugually made by men of the fresh 
and breezy style, suggesting the complacent 
pride of a setter pup which passes over a quail 
you’ve just shot and brings you back a last 
year’s bird-nest.”’ 

The epithet ‘* fool” aroused the wrath of 
Mr. Davis. He went to the Sun office and 
told the city editor that Major Max had no 
right to call him a fool. Then he wrote a let- 
terto the Major and told him what he had 
said; more than that he (the Major) was 


‘a cad and a coward; still more, that he would 


like to slap hig face. In the letter he also in- 
formed him that he had shown it to several 
gentlemen, ‘' and it is our opinion you should 
do something.’’ The Major was puzzled to 
know what the “‘ something’”’ was. The city 
editor did not know. Neither Dr. Dana nor 
the office cat could tell. In this quandary ‘he 
Major sat down and wrote to Davis saying, 
** Please be explicit. What is it you and sev- 
eral gentlemen think I should do?” And 
there the matter rests, for Davis, as Yet, has 
vouchsafed ng reply, neither has the Major’ ~ 
face been slapped. 

It was the general opinion in the Sun office 
that the letter written by Davis was an invita- 
tion to a duel or a suggestion that the Major 
should challenge him, Dr. Vana, however. 
was not of that opinion. He properly argued 
that as Davis was che aggrieved party he was 
the one to send a challenge. A still stronger 
amzgument was the fact that Davis’ letter was 
typewritten. In all tne correspondence un- 
der the code such a thing as a typewritten let- 
ter has been unknown. It would be considered 
irretrievably vuigar and as grossa violation 
of etiquette ag if a lady in society should. send 
typewritten invitations to her receptions. The 
commonplace, impersonal, and colorless type- 
writer would vitiate the entire negotiations. 
Dr. Dana rightly concluded the letter even 
did not necessitate a reply. It may be 
that Mr. Davis, who was way off 
in the matter of guard-mounting, may 
be equally ignorant of the essentials in the 
preliminaries of the code. In any event Mr. 
Davis can bring matterstoa head by slap- 
ping the Majar when he meets him and then 
see what comes of it. If a slapping match 
ensues it will be just as good asa duel, If it 
does not then| Mr. Davis can rest content and 
assured that the Major will not call him a 
fool again. Chicago will have a good deal of 
sympathy for| Mr. Davis, remembéring the 
exceedingly handsome things he said about 
the passing of the Fair, and as the Fair is not 
allowed to be'mentioned in the Sun office it 
may be that this panegyric was the real cause 
of the Major’s onslaught rather than the 
guard mount, Whatever may be the upshot 
of the affair there is a moral to this grewsome 
story—namely: thata critic should not be 
sensitive. Critics who spend their time in 
criticising others must not be surprises if the 
criticised sometimes turn and answer back. 
It may be discomforting to have their dicta 
traversed and) disputed; but itis one of the 
possibilities they must expect. It such cases 
they know how it feels\themselves. 

GERMAN IMPORTS OF GRAIN. 

Recently published consular reports show 
a marked change in the relations of Russia 
and the United States to Germany as sup- 
pliers of breadstuffs. Our importance in that 
respect is in¢reasing because of the barrier 
which Germany and Russia have raised 
against the encroachments of each other. 
Germany does not now take wheat or bem 
from Russia) direct. Those and other 
ticles only cam go to the southern co ay 
from the northern one by way of certain 
other countries at ordinary tariff rates. 
If they went withdat such intervention they 
would have to pay 50 per cent more in the 
shape of duties, a provision which renders 
such direct movement commercially imprac- 
ticable. Astransportation by the circuitous 
routes is more costly than the direct the fact 
operates in favor of the grain merchant in the 
United State 

In 1888 Germany imported 154,000 tons 
of wheat and 470,000 tons of rye from 
Russia, taking none of either from us. For 
ities were doubled.

were still larger, but those of rye less, consid- 
erable quantities of rye being taken from 
Turkey. Some wheat and rye were drawn from 
the United States and a small quantity of 
wheat from India. In 1891 we sent to Ger- 
many 143,539 tons of wheat and 64,327 of 
rye, while the imports of wheat from Russia 
showed a further increase and those of rye 
fell off toa marked extent ; India sent 24,000 
tons and Argentina 12,000 tons of wheat. In 
1892 the German imports of wheat from 
the United States rose to 630,213 tons, 
while those from Russia fell below the 
total for 1889 and there was a marked in- 
crease in the receipts from India, Turkey, 
and Argentina. Of rye we sent to Germany 
last year 136,129 tons against none in 1888, 
and only 5,000 tons in 1889, while Russia 
contributed only 123,387 tons of rye against 
934,657 tons in 1889. For the first half of 
this year the aggregate importations by 
many are much smallerin volume, bu the 
United States retains the first place in wheat, 
with no near second. We sent thither 152,- 


447 tons of wheat, whil8 Russia contributed: 


but 8,794 tons, the movement in rye being 
small in both cases. The total German im- 
ports of wheat for last year were 1,162,868 
tons, and those for the first half of this year 
only 307,000 tons, 


Tue St. Paul Pioneer-Press says it is esti- 
mated by a high authority that 65 per cent of 
the available wheat product of Minnesota and 
the two Dakotas already has been marketed. 
The crop of the three States is believed not to 
exceed 100,000,000 bushels. Deducting 20,- 
000,000 for bread and seed there remain 80,- 
000,000 for market. It is estimated that 
52,150,000 of this already have been dis- 
posed of—a much largér percentage of the 
crop than ever was marketed before in the 
same period, The paper says if these esti- 
mates are correct there is not enough wheat 
now in the elevators of the three States, added 
to that yet in the hands of farmers, to supply 
the demand for milling purposes, so that the 
farmers are likely to get fair prices for what 
they have on hand, which may be 
partial consolation for the terribly low 
figures they have been obliged to accept 
for what they sold up to date. The unpre- 
cedented movement of this fall, in spite of 
the very low prices. is sought to be explained 
by ‘‘ the pressure of clamorous creditors upon 
the farmers in obliging them to realize.”’” A 
more plausible reason is to be found in the 
exceptionally fine weather that has been the 
rule for many weeks past. It. permitted har- 
vesting and thrashing to be done with almost 
unprecedented celerity, and has favored the 
marketing of the grain in first-class condi- 
tion. The course of wheat prices in the re- 
cent past does not indicate that speculative 
operators believe anything like two-thirds of 
the crop is out of the hands of farmers. But 
if the fact be asclaimed it cannot be con- 
cealed much longer. 


Tue New York World sées in the Demo- 
cratic reverses of Tuesday week a lesson for 
Mr. Cleveland as well as for his party.

GOVERNMENT PARTY IN THE FRENOH 
OHAMBER IS IN DANGER. 


Radicals, Socialists, and Members of the 
Right May Endanger the Ruling Party 
at Any Time by a Combination=New 
Members of the Chamber of Deputies= 
Looking After the Antecedents of the 
Spanish Anarchists<Bomberdment of 
Rifian Camps Continues,

Parts, Nov. 15.—The new Chamber of 
Deputies began its existence yesterday and the 
interest of the lobbies centered itself upon the 
experiments that are being made to bring 
about a coalition of several of the parliament- 
ary groups. The most important of these is 
the effort that is making to reéstablish the old 
Republican Union, which will, if the experi- 
ment proves successful, consist of the Mod- 
erates, extreme left, and left center. 

An analysis of yesterday’s voting for a pro- 
yisional President of the Chamber discloses 
how necessary it is for the government with- 
out delay to secure the support of a compe- 
tent majority. Out of 581 members 515 
yoted, M. Casimir Perier received 295 votes, 
chiefly from the Moderates, and M. Brisson 
195 from the Radicals and Socialists, while 
twenty-five votes were cast for outsiders, 
Sixty-six members of the party of the right 
mostly abstained from voting. It is obvious 
that a coalition of the Radicals, Socialists, and 
members of the right might at ary moment 
endanger the existence of the government. 

The friends of the government have re- 
vived the union of Republicans in the hope of 
attracting a sufficient number of Radicals to 
assure the position of the Cabinet. On the 
other hand, the Radical leaders are arranging 
a meeting to formulate a special plan. They 
have sent out more than 300 invitations, 
many to Moderates of supposed radical tend- 
encies. This movement presents no pros- 
pects of cohesion as does the union of Repub- 
licans. The Socialists are split in two groups. 
New groups will not crystaliize until after the 
ministerial declarations of policy. 

Everything indicates that the government 
must face a period of uncertainty, owing to 
the constant fluctuation of the strength of the 
parties. The returns of thirty-seven Deputies 
are contested, includmg that of M. Fiourens, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs under Gambetta. 
Most of the returns will be verified, and the 
changes will not affect. materially the chief 
ain bassador.

Detectives have been sent to Barcelona to 
assist inthe inquiry as to the antecedents of 
the French Anarchists arrested there since the 
explosion in Lyceum Opera-House. One of 
the suspects has been identified as a Paris 
workmgman who had been employed occa- 
sionally in Bordeaux and Marseilles. All in- 
quiries into the Barcelona explosion indicate 
that the Spanish Anarchists are playing their 
game alone. The overtures made from 
Madrid for international treaties to deal with 
dynamiters have been favorably received by 
M. Develle. If Spain will take the initiative 
with definite proposals it will be sure of the 
concurrence of France and Russia. 

Belgians Opposing the Monteil Expedition. 

Advices from the Congo to the Soleil, under 
date of Sept. 13, declare that the Belgians 
have concentrated a force at Oubanghi, have 
erected fortworks and mounted cannon there, 
and have armed with ‘rifles a tribe led by 
Chief Bangasso. The object of these prepara- 
tions is to oppose the French expedition under 
Monteil. The Soleil and several journals op- 
pose action on the patt of the government to 
compel the Belgians to give up this plan.

ANARCHISTS CONTINUE ACTIVE. 


Outrages at Barcelona and Villanueva— 
Narrow Escape of Soldiers. 

Barcetona, Nov. 15.—It is evident from 
an occurrence here iast night that the police 
have not succeeded in extirpating the nests of 
Anarchists in this city and that the latter are 
only awaiting an opportunity to commit fur- 
ther outrages. Last evening a number of 
troops under orders to proceed to Melilla 
were marching from the barracks to the 
quay to embark. The route was lined 
with crowds. While the troops were march- 
ing through the Plaza Real a number of 
workmen employed upon a private building 
discovered a thin trail of smoke ascending 
from one of the lower balconiés. They were 
greatly startled upon reaching the balcony to 
find that the smoke was caused by a burning 
fuse attached toa large bomb. The fire was 
quickly extinguished, the bomb was placed 
in charge of the police, and it was pron »unced 
of the deadliest nature. An examination of 
the house by the police revealed nothing of a 
suspicious nature. 

The District of Villanueva y la Geltru, on 
the Mediterranean, twenty-five miles south of 
Barcelona, was thrown into a state of -panic 
by an explosion in the town of Villanueva. 
Some person last night placed a bomb by the 
gates of the barracks of a civic guard. By the 
explosion the gates of the barracks were 
blown off, the walls of the building were 
cracked, doors were blown off, and windows 
smashed. Nobody was hurt. The police have 
made a number of arrests on suspicion, but 
there is no positive evidence. A short time 
ago the police found in this town a-complete 
laboratory for the manufacture of explosives 
and bombs. 

Paris, Nov. 15.—The police have looked 
up the record of Antonio Rinaldi, arrested at 
the Spanish frontier on suspicion that 
he was concerned in the bomb-throwing in the 
Barcelona opera-house, They find that he is 
a Spaniard. His correct name is believed to 
be Ramon Masso. The police have conclusive 
proof that he was acquainted with the man 
who formed the Barcelona dynamite plot, and 
they believe that he was one of the conspira- 
tors, if not one of the bomb-throwers: 


HEAVY FIRE LOSS IN LONDON, 


Cassell’s and Blackie’s Publishing Houses 
Damaged=—Others Who Suffer. 

Lonpox, Nov, 15.— Fire started at 10 
o’ciock this evening in W.S. Thomson & Co.’s 
corset factory, Nos. 48 and 49 Old Bailey, E 
C. It spread rapidly to the shop of the. 
Crown Perfumery company,. and thence to 
Lockhart’s and Blackie & Co.'s publishing 
offices. Several other buildings soon caught 
fire, including the rear of Cassell’s 
publishing house. Shortly after 11 
o'clock a third of the frontage  be- 
tween Fleet street and Prujeau Square 
fell. The firemen ran and several barely es- 
caped. A column of flame shot up 200 feet. 
illuminating the city. Enormous crowds 
gathered in Newgate street and Ludgate Hill. 
Twenty fire engines were kept at work throw. 
ing water on the buildings near the tottering 
walls.. The Old Bailey sessions house and 
Newgate Prison were drenched with innu- 
merable streams of water. The loss will 
amount to many thousands of pounds, The 
Cassells and Blackies,. publishers, suffered 
considerable damage, but the bulk of their 
machinery and stock was not injured. 

Want Reform of the County Magistracy. 

A deputation consisting of 280 Liberal 
members of the House of Commons today 
waited on Lord Herschell, Lord High Chan- 
cellor, and asked him to as speedily as possi- 
ble reform the county magistracy. They 
asked that county magistrates be appointed 
without regard to the interference of Lords 
Lieutenant and Tory cliques. The speakers 
insisted that magistrates ought to be selected 
from among tradesmen and qualified repre- 
sentatives of workmen, and not exclusively 
from among the landiords. Lord Herschell 
promised to give the matter his favorable con- 
sideration. 

To End the Coal Miners’ Strike, 

Lord Rosebery, the Foreign Minister, who 
is to preside at the conference of the Miners’ 
Federation which is to be held witha view to 
settling the strike, has fixed Friday as the day 
for holding the conference. Lord Rosebery 
has suggested that the owners and the miners 
each appoint sixteen delegates. The Man- 
chester Miners’ Federation has appointed 
thirteen delegates to attend the conference. 
It is expected that the striking Welsh miners 
will resume work at the end of the week under 
a compromise. It is estimated that since the 
strike began thege miners have lost £200,000 
in wages. 


GERMAN SOCIALISTS FOR A CHANGE, 


The Work of the Berlin Executive Com- 
mittee Denounced at Kiel. 

Berurm, Nov. 15.—At a meeting of the So- 
cialists at Kiel last night Herren Meyer and 
Friemann declared that they were no longer 
satisfied with the Berlin Executive committee 
and advocated a change of policy. Herr 
Stroebel vainly defended the committee, for, 
uffon the conclusion of his speech a vote was 
taken on a resolution of protest and it was 
adopted, 

William Receives Grand Duke Viadimir. 

Emperor William, who returned to this city 
last night from his hunting excursion in Sile- 
sia, went to Potsdam this morning. The 
Grand Duke Vladimir, brother of -the Czar, 
who arrived in Berlin yesterday afternoon, 
and who was at once escorted to the new 
paiace at Potsdam, was at the station to greet 
the Emperor. They heartily embraced and 
kissed each other, and then entered a carriage 
and were driven to the palace. 

Arrest of French Spies at Kiel. 

The Emperor has commended especially the 
officials who arrested the two French spies on 
the English yacht Insect off Kiel. He proba- 
bly will decorate them. The importance of 
the case against the Frenchmen has increased 
greatly in the last few days with evidence that 
both are working for the French general staff. 
In official circles many believe that France 
will be obliged to make an apologetic ex- 
planation. 

AUSTRO-BAVARIAN ROYAL WEDDING. 


Archduke Joseph Augustin and Princess 
Augusta Are Married at Munich, 

Menicn, Nov. 15.—The marriage of Arch- 
duke Joseph of Augustin of Austyia and Prin- 
cess Augusta of Bavaria, granddaughter of 
Emperor Franz Joseph, was solemnized here 
today with all the possible splendor of court 
ceremony. Freiherr von Crailsheim, Minis- 
ter of State for the royal house, performed 
the civil service in the throne room of the 
royal palace. The Archbishop Thomas offi- 
ciated at the religious ceremony in the Court 
Church of All Saints’, Emperor Franz Jo- 
seph attended both ceremonies, The city is 
illuminated this evening and bands are play- 
ing in the public squares.

DEATH OF LEONORA TEMPLE HOYNE. 


Bronchitis Causes Her Demise Yesterday

Mrs. Leonora Temple Hoyne, widow of Thomas 
Hoyne, died yesterday afternoon at No. 267 
Michigan avenue, aged 68 years. The immediate 
cause of her death was bronchitis.

MUST WAIT FOR PAY. 


OITY ORBDITORS CAN GET NO MORE 


OASH THIS YEAR. 


Money on Hand to Be Used to Pay City 
Employes=Same Condition That Pre- 
vails Every Year at This Time—Reve- 
riues Largely Overestimated — Mayor 


Orders Discharge of Unexamined Build-— 


ing Inspectors=—Toolen Will Comply 
Only on Written Order. 

Controller Wetherell is still working on his 
report of the condition of the finances of the 
city to be given to Mayor Swift. Monday it 
was to haye been presented, but so many 


creditors of the city are entertained and put’ 


off by Mr, Wetherell these days that he has 
not been able to get out the report. 
Mayor has received reports from the heads of 
the other departments and bureaus. He has 
examined them but cursorily and he acknowl- 
edged yesterday that y were not satis- 
factory, He said: 

Every head of department says there is a por- 
tion of his appropriation left. t in some cases 
this is not sufficient for the work yet to be done 
thi year. howevtr, is not where all the 
trouble lies. If there no money in the Con: 
troller’s office to pay up to the amount of the 
credits on the books the credits are not of mucl 
use. For information in that respect I am fo 
to wait for the report of the Controller. 


Controller Wetherell speaks. 


Controller Wetherell said regarding the sit- 
uation yesterday : 

The short of it is that many of the city’s 
creditors who should be the remaini 
movths of this year will vow to -wait until 
next year for their money. | shall have to shut 
down on the payment of such outside bills 
most immediate t I may have money with 

which to pay city AA their salaries and 
labor bills which must be paid. The condition 
does not differ from t which confronts the 
city about this time every year. This year it is 
made up of last Fath taxes; next year it will 
have been made _fanle by this year's 
taxes. While Er" tax levy has . been 
increasing greatly of late years and 
the appropriations have kept pace 
with t the general fund has 
increased slowly. Itis now about $3,600,000. 
Six years ago it was $2,800,000. It should be 
larger. Another trouble this year has been that 
the estim _- of receipts from other sources were 
| too sarge. Licenses, for instance, it was estimated 
+ would increase $350,000, and that amount was 
added to the appropriation bill and divided up 
among the departments. As a matter of fact 
there will be uo increase. Andso it has gone; 
the expensés have’been greater than ever before 
and the receipts have not come up to the esti- 
mates. The result is we have to be careful and 
will have to resort to the usual plan of putting 
off the payment of bills until next year. 


River Improvement Bonds Sold. 


At the last meeting of the Coundil an ordi- 
nance was introduced piedging the Council to 
annually appropriate $25,000 “for the pay- 
ment of interest on a certain issue of river 
improvemert refunding bonds and to provide 
for a sinking fund for the payment of the 
bends within twenty years. The ordinance 
was at the request of Traey, McDon- 
ald & Co., who had agreed to take the issue of 
bonds if such an ordinance wére passed. 
Mayor Swift signed the ordinance yesterday 
and the sale of the bonds was completed. The 
issue is a twenty-year river improyement re- 
funding 4 per cent bond payable in gold. 
They are to refund river improvement bonds 
of the issue of 1868. Tracy, McDonald & 
Co.’s purchase was of $457,000 worth, a few 
of the bonds having been sold to other par- 
ties. 

Mayor Swift made good. his promise of a 
few days ago and ordered Coimmissioner 
Toolen of the Building Department to dis- 
charge all of the inspectors who were ap- 
pointed without having been given certifi- 
cates from the examining board createtl by 
the building ordinance passed last March. 
The order was for the immediate dismissal of 
all such employés.

Toolen’s View of the Matter. 


It required two interviews to convince Com- 
missioner Toolen of the wishes of the Mayor. 
After the first one he said: 

The Mayor has asked meto discharge all the 
men in my employ who should have taken an 
examination but who did not. I told him there 
were fifteen of su inspectors and if I were to 
discharge them thé districts which they covered 
would be unprotected. He agreed with me that 
the inspectors should remain as they are until I 
found other men to take their places or until 
they had passed the examination required by 
law. I shall not therefore discharge them until I 
can get other men for the positions. 

This seemed contrary to what the new Mayor 
had said he would do and he was appealed to 
for his version of the interview. 

‘I told Mr. Toolen he must immediately 
discharge the men who had not passed the ex- 
ar or who had never taken it,”’ he 
said. 

Commissioner Toolen, when informed of 
the Mayor’s interpretation of the order he had 

iven, made another visit to the Mayor. Then 

e learned that he was expected to dismiss the 
inspectors at once. He promised to do so 
upon the written order of the Mayor.’ The 
Mayor said he should have the order before 
night. Upto the time he left his office last 
night Commissioner Toolen had received no 
written order. Mr. Toolen says he will not 
discharge them without a written order. It 
is thought by the Commissioner the Mayor 
has come toa realization of leaving the city 
without inspectors and that he will not send 
the written order until candidates to fill the 
positions are secured 


Cremation of Garbage. 


Mayor Swift, Commissioner of Health Rey- 
nolds, and Ald. Madden, Chairman of the 
Council Finance committee, yesterday had a 
long conference over the question of the cre- 
mation of garbage. The Mayor was informed 
by the other gentlemen that they had given 
careful consideration to all the propositions 
which have so far been madeto the city, and 
that they were convinced that the best scheme 
and offer was that made by the Chemical 
Garbage Reduction company. It was agreed 


that the Finance committee should report to» 


the next meeting of the Council recommend- 
ing that the company be requested to erect a 
crematory in accordance with its design and 
to operate it for a test for sixty days. If at 
the end of that time the tests show it has done 
the work promised the city will enter into 
contracts with the company for the erection 
of plants in Various parts of the city, The 
city agrees to furnish all necessary garbage 
for the test and to pay the company 70° cents 
per ton for all garbage consumed during that 
period. If the test does not prove satisfac- 
tory the city will have been to no expense ex- 
cept for the burning of the garbage.

At Mr. Abell’s suggestion 
it was proposed that Cincinnati should resign 
and that President Young should name either 
Louisville or Baltimore instead. This sugges: 
tion was overwhelmingly opposed, Von de 
and Ruckstahl being among the objéctors. 

President, Young was reappointed a committee 
of one to draft a playing schedule for 1894. .The 
national board for the ensuing year was next 
elected by ballot. Of the five nominees Mr. 
Soden received 10 votes; Young, 10; Byrne, 8: 
Vonderhorst, 3; and Elliott” 2. The first 
three were declared elected. The question 
of the abolition of the bunt was merely broached, 
but not discussed.

AFRAID OF THE ROBY CLUB. 


Indiana Politicians Are Full of Suspicion 
of the New Organization. 
InpranaPo.is, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
Three representatives of the new Roby club 
were here today from Hammond to secure a 
charter for the organization, but wert back 
home disgusted and with their articles in their 


pockets. 

Robert Gregory, City Attorney of Ham- 
mond, with Morris Champaigne and T. E. 
Knotts, two would-be incorporators, present- 
ed the papers. The only change made was 
the introduction of a clause making the capi- 
tal stock $1,200. Secretary of State Myers 
sent the men to Gov. Matthews, who inter- 
viewed them for thirty minutes. Attorney 
Gregory began with a flourish and the 
Governor listened. Gregory said the club 
intended to violate no statute. A _ ho- 
tel would be operated and _ visitors 
would find boating, bathing, and other amuse- 
ments there. Some sparring matches would be 
held, but there would be no “contests of science 
and skill” to a,finish. The representatives of 
the club said that the members were citizens of 
good standing at Hammond who were not in- 
tending to oppose the laws. 

Afterward the party returned to the Secretary 
of State’s office. While a conference was being 
held there behind closed doors the Goyernor sent 
for his attorney and afterward had thé Secretary 
called from the conference, and the State 
officials held a hurried consultation. When it 
was over Mr. My ers asked members of the club 
to make affidavit that $1,200 was the limit of the 
club’s capital stock. 

“T understand,” said the p meaeetary. “ that you 
pro pose to obtain property that is estimated to 

worth from $75 to $100,000? That can 
hardly be done with $1,200. If 'this is not the 
limit of youre antes stock then the State is not 
receiving the sufficient fee for incorporating 1t.’ 

The men declined to insert an article reserving 
the right to increase the capital stock, and the 
Secretary said the State would decline to author- 
ize the increase whenever it should be asked.
